Washington, April C.—Will there be 
a third party after the Chicago con­ 
vention if Taft wins the nomination? 
This question is giving the regular 
stand pat republicans food for con­ 
siderable thought just now. 
While much of the talk of bolts 
after the Chicago 
convention 
and 
much of the third party talk that has 
been heard recently has been put out 
by the McKinley campaign manage­ 
ment for the purpose of trying <o hurt 
Colonel Roosevelt, it is nevertheless 
a fact that the third party question 
is giving leading politicians of both 
the old parties not a little concern. 
Iii this connection there has arisen a 
good deal of talk lately of a jossible 
third party movement in which two 
men, powerful in their respective par­ 
ties, might be conspicuous. 
These 
two men are William Bryan and Rob­ 
ert La Follette. 
Hardly probable as it seems it Is 
a fact that cue can hear not a little 
talk in well ii formed quarters about 
Washington ‘it this time on th ;s text: 
“What if a new party arises and 
nominates l^a Follette and Bryan for 
president and vice president, or Bryan 
and La Follette?” 
It is pointed out that such a ticket, 
whether headed by one man or the 
other, would appeal to numbers of 
progressive republicans ami of pro­ 
gressive democrats. 
It would be a 
combination that would tax severely 
both the old parties. Some who have 
given the matter thought believe that 
if it shall turn out that President Taft 
is renominaed at Chicago and a con­ 
servative democrat is nominated at 
Baltimore, and a Bryan and T>a Fol­ 
lette combination can he formed, it 
will he the beginning of a complete 
revolution in parties of the Putted 
States and will soon result in the 
establishment of a literal and a con 
servative party, with abolishment of 
the republican and democratic 
par­ 
ties. 
The most w dely varying views are 
entertained among politicians as to a 
third party movement and the effect 
of it. 
Many of the old guard repub­ 
licans would welcome such a move­ 
ment. 
They say it would gef rid of 
the republican insurgents, and that 
the insurgents would cause them less 
trouble out of the republican party 
than in it. 
Some of the old guard democrats 
feel the sam*3 way about getting rid 
of the insurgent, or progressive dem­ 
ocrats. 
What would worry the ofd 
guard politicians, however, world he 
the uncertainty as to just how the 
remnants of the old parties would be 
affected, and whether there might fol­ 
low it a complete breaking up of the 
old 
parties. 
Socialists the country 
over would deeply regret a new third 
party 
movement. 
In 
the 
present 
troubled situat’on of republicans and 
democrats, 
so 
long as there is no 
third party newly formed, the social­ 
ists see great hope of big gains for 
themselves. 
Much of the third party talk, how­ 
ever. proceeds 
without 
recognizing 
the fact that not many republican or 
democratic lenders 
are 
willinc 
to 
take the plunge and leave their old 
political alliances. 
Senator La Fol­ 
lette has repeatedly said that ne could 
fight most effectively within the re­ 
publican party, seeking to reform it 
from within, and not from without. 
This Is the attitude taken by most 
of the conspicuous leaders, v hether 
in the republican or democratic party. 
A third party movement, if it comes. 
will have largely to proceed from the 
rank and file And not from prominent 
old party leaders, according to the 
present outlook.

Orphans' Home Sends Boy to Cooper 
County and Separated R e l a t e s 
— Are 
to 
Be 
Reunited 
After Many Years. 


A story stranger than fiction has 
just been related to the Pilot Grove . 
Record, wherein a fatherless boy was 
spirited away from ail orphans’ home, 
s e r r a te d from relatives and sent out 
west to meet with varying fortunes. 
To begin at the beginning- as the 
story tellers would narrate it 
in the j 
city of Brooklin, New York, April IO, j 
1890, a little son was born to .dr and j 
Mrs. Charles Nelson; later, a dangle ' 
ter and two more sons were born. 
When but a few years of age this 
eldest son was sent to a hospital and 
there he remained for a bour three 
years. The father died on Se,Member 
14, 1900, and this eldest son attended 
the funeral. 
Soon after ibis the mother decided 
to take her son from the home, and 
notified the authorities that she would 
call for him the following week.
